every Pariſh within ſome part of the bounds of their feverall Presbyre- , 
ries , ta.bedefigned by the ſaids Committees and Colonels , by whom 
| ſome gre to be appointed to make up the Lift of the {aids fenſible per- 
F: {ons armed and unarmed: ſoasit may be knowne That-none ſhall bor- 
; row Armes from others , and how many , and what ſort of Arms are 
| wanting , and to be'piovided for every Shire : The Muſters of theſe 
beſouth Dee, to be betwixt and the laſt of February next to come, and 
the report thereof tothe Committee of Eſtates betwixt and the 15.day 
of March thereafter : And the Muſters of theſe benorth Dee, to be be- 
twixt and the 10. day of March , and the report to the Commirtee be- 
twixt and thelaſt day of the ſaid Moneth. And that the Burrows with- 
in the bounds reſpective foreſaids, make their Maſters within themſelves, 
conforme to the former At of Convention anent the Poſture of De- 
fence, and make their reports accordingly. Andif after report it ſhall 
| be found by the Committee of Eſtates that thereare more Arms want- 
8 ing thenare ſent out withthe Armie;that the Shire in that caſe ſhall one- 
| *' Iybeobliged tofurniſhſo many Armes asare ſent forth : and the Com- 
mittees of Warre are to diftribute the faids Armes among theſe who 
| | wait, inthe moſt equall and leaſt prejudiciall way they think expedient. 
| . Andthefaidsperſons to. whom they ſhall diſtribute the ſame ſhall be 
'| obliged ro receive and pay for the {aids Arms , under the paine of pay- 
-ment bf the double of the price of the ſame. 

| And itis hereby declared , That whether the Muſters be perfected 
; or not , at the dayes reſpedtiveforeſaids ( which the Eſtates do ſeriouſly 
, recommend to the care of the ſaids Colonels and Commurtees ) yet at 
7 the Dyets above ſpecified, afſigned for report , they ſhall be obliged to 
: fend ſome perſons tothe Committee of Eſtates with Money , or ſuretie

for providing as many Arms, v/J, Muskets, Picks, Swords and Piſtols, 
' as They have ſent forth in this preſent Expedition , rogether with three 
pound weight of Powder, three pound weight of Ball, and fix pound | 
weight of Match for every Musket; orelſe give aſſurance attheſaid day 
| of report , that they ſhall provide the ſame themſclves berwixt and a 
| competent day to be aſſigned by the Committee of Eſtates. 
bf And thar there may be a ſufficient number of trained men , who can 
exerciſe their Arms'in each Shire or Burgh for the ends foreſaids. The 
: ſaids Eſtates ordaines the Colonels and Committees foreſaids , and 
| Magiſtrates of Burghto reduce the whole fen{ible perſons withintheir

ament , ortheir Committees , for their.neglect or delay in this ſo-grear 
and imporrarita Work. 
- And further the ſaids Eſtates ordaines that the half of the number for- 
merly appointed to come forth out of the Burghs , Shires , and diviſions 
thereof , inthis preſent expedition ', ſhall now be brought out ofthe 
ſame ſufficiently provided , according to the former orders , both horſe 
and foot with Baggage Horſes, Ammunition Horſes,and all other furnt- 
tore,and to be in readinefſe to march upon foure dayes warning * As alſo 
to be leavyed and tranſported upon advancement of the Taxt and Loane 
within each Shire, if the ſame be not exhauſted upon the former leavyes, 
and where there is none of the ſaid Loane , that they be leavyed and 
tranſported as the Committee of Eſtates ſhall dire”, to be an auxiliary 
ſupply to the. Army. | And the ſaids Eſtates declare that in whatſoever 
"Shire this ſupply ſhall come to a full Regiment , and where there is a 
Colonell already nominate, He is to go out with the ſaid Regiment, and 
the remanent Officers thereof to be nominatebytheECommaitree of the 
Shire with his-advice. "And where the ſupply ſhall not be a full Regi- 
ment, but muſt be adjoyned to the ſupply of another, or of a third Shire 
ro complear the Regiment ; In that caſe the Colonel! of the Shire, 
_'outof which the greateſt number comes , 15 to go outas Colonell of 
the Regiment thus made up and if there be none already nominate , he 
is to be choſen by the Committee of That Shire,and theLieutenant Co- 
lonell to be choſen by the Committee of the Shire , who ſends out the 
next proportion ; and the Major by the Shire and Committee thereof, 
-which ſends out the leaſt. proportion ; and where there is any difference, 
the'ſame to be referred to the: Committee of Eſtates ; and the under- 
Officers and Capraines , by the ſeverall Committees and Shires , who 
ſends out the Companies with power alſo to the ſaids Committees, 
where there is no Colonels for putting the Shire in a poſture of defence, 
'or ſhall be none after the ont-going of this ſupply , to nominate Colo- 
nels for that effet. And forthe better and more expedit-execution of 
the orders of the Conventionand their Committee , and of the Com- 
mittees of Warre : with power to the ſaids Commitrees of Warre, 
where they ſhall finde expedient , to make Sub- Commitrees in ſeverall 
Presbyteries conſiſting of ſome of the ſaid Commitree of Warre , unto 
whom they. ſhall adjoyne ſome Hm beſt affected within the ſaids 
Presbyreries , who are to be an{werable for their proceedings to the 
faids Committees of Warre , and they to be anſwerable both for their

And becaule this grear Work hath here= _ © 
tofore ſuffered, and may hereafter ſuffer no {mall prejudice by theunfre- © 7 
quent meetings of the Committees of Warre, andabſence of divers of Y 
them from the ſame , as alſo by the uncertainty of their dyets: The 
Eſtates therefore ordaines the ſaids Committees of Warre , to appoint 
certain ordinary dyets upon ſome ſet dayes in the week : and art their 
meetings in every Seſſion , to marke their Sederunts, and to ſend a note 
thereof. , and of the ordinary dayes of their mectings and-proceed- 
ings tothe Committee of Eſtates once every moneth at leaſt, and oftner __ 
as they ſhall be required , wherethrough the herter corgeſpondehice may - 
be keeped betwixt them and the Commitree of Eſtates , and theſervici 
tnay+be more expcditly promoved : and char they fine theabſen ns
